stagger, and then fall heavily. 
She 
was accompanied by Joseph Riley, who 
supported her as well as possible, and 
when I he officers arrived they carried 
her toward the Dresden pottery where 
hey intended sending for a carriage; 
hut In the meantime the patrol had 
been 
called, and the woman 
was 
quickly taken to the office of Doctor 
Taylor,on Hast Markets!-reel.,where it 
was found t hat she was badly hurt. 
The report was spread over town t hat 
a woman had been killed, and a great 
crowd gathered. 
Mrs. Mackev was 
unconscious for the hest part of an 
hour, hut eventually 
regained her 
senses aud was taken home.the crowd 
accompanying the patrol. Excitement 
ran high for a time, hut the crowd 
gradually became quiet as the story 
was made known. 
According to the story told by Mrs. 
Mackev to a News Kkvirw reporter 
as she lay in bed this nioruiug, her 
head covered with bandages and a 
look of pain on her face.she had heard 
lier husband was at Coulson’s aud de­ 
termined to go arter him. 
“ i t was 
between 7 and H o’clock.” said the suf­ 
fering woman, “that I took my IN- 
months-old 
baby 
lo 
my 
anus 
and 
started 
for 
the 
place. 
I knew 
he was there, and when 
I walked in the room he was sitting 
near the piano. 
We only had a few 
words, but he spoke so th a t I could 
not stand It arid I slapped him across 
the face with the hack cif my hand 
T h at made him mad, and lie pushed 
me against the d<s»r. 
Clasping my 
baby tightly to my breast I stood just 
outside the door. and demanded of 
Mrs. Coulson why she had takeu my 
husband from Ills own home and me. 
.She did not answer, hut asked me to 
come in, aud I told her I had never 
been Ina brothel, and I wasn’t going 
to start now. 
I had been sick with 
sore throat during the day, and had 
tied a silk handkerchief around my 
necK when I started from home. Mrs 
Coulson and her daughter LII grabbed 
me by the throat, and with all their 
force pulled me into the room. I knew 
th a t LU hit me with her fist In the 
face, hut th a ts ail. 
I did not try 
to protect myself, hut did what I 
could to keep them from hitting the 
baby. The blows fairly rained on my 
head, but I don’t remember anything 
als tut it. This thing has I tee ii going 
on for a year, arid I have done every­ 
thing to keep my husband at home. 
He had a good Job, and we were doing 
well, hut he didn’t like to stay at 
home. So we got the saloon, aud I 
stayed there in the day while he was 
there at night. 
But it didn’t do any 
good, and this Is what it has come 
to,” and the woman sank hack on 
the pillow weak from the exert ion of 
talking. She Is a comely woman, with 
sandy hair and light complexion, and 
as she told of how her husband had 
wronged her, tears came to her eyes, 
and a sob choked in her throat. She 
had some trouble with Mrs. Coulson

In the open­ 
ing scene of “ Oedipus, ” the king, com­ 
ing forward through the royal portal 
and across the raised platform in the 
rear of the stage, did literally "enter 
from the palace" and did "descend the 
palace steps” to the "public plat*’’ 
where Croon and the priests awaited 
him. It was a direct reversal of the or­ 
dinary effect in the ordinary theater, 
where the play hjses in realism because 
a current of nccosMarily appreciated but 
purposely rejected antagonistic fact un­ 
derruns the conventional illusion and 
fondle I* us to perceive that the palace 
is but painted canvas, and even ou the 
largest Mage only four or five tune* as 
high as the prince. 
The jtalace at Or­ 
ange, towering up as though it would 
touch the very heaven* and obviously 
of veritable stone, was a most peremp­ 
tory reality. 
The fortuitous accessory of the trees 
growing close tieside the stage addt-d to 
the outdoor effect still another very 
vivid touch of realism, and this was 
heightened by the swaying of the branch­ 
es, and by the gracious motion of the 
draperies, under the fitful pressure of 
the strong gusts of wind.

came upou the stage, the horror which

V t* “C am p h o r T eag u e" o f a W ild b a t Im 
off* un ite H are. 
One of tho queerest language* in the 
world, used for the queerest purjMMes, 
Is the "camphor language" of J oh ore, 
a country of the Malay jieninsula. It has 
lately been studied and reported upon 
by Mr. Lake, au English engineer in 
the service of the sultan of Johore. This 
language is called the "Pautang R a­ 
p er,’’ or camphor language, and is used 
by the uatives and all others who are 
engaged in gathering the product of the 
Malayan camphor tree and only at tliut 
time. 
If they used either of the lan­ 
guages of the region, the Malay or tile 
aboriginal Jakun, the natives believe 
that they could not obtain any camphor, 
and for a most curious reason. The cam ­ 
phor tree, Dryoblauops (‘amphora, grows 
abnndantly in certain parts of the pe­ 
ninsula, but only occasionally contains 
camphor crystals. 
The camphor is not 
the same as that obtained from the cam 
phor laurel of Formosa aud Jujutu, 
which is the source of the ordinary cam­ 
phor of commerce. 
It is a sort very 
highly prized by the Chinese in tile em ­ 
balm ing of their dead, in incense and in 
medicine, aud the gum brings much 
more than the common camphor. 
The Malayans aud other Johore na 
tivea believe that each species of tree 
has a spirit or divinity that presides 
over its affairs. 
The spirit of the cam 
phor tree is known by the name of Bi 
san— literally "a woman. ’’ Her resting 
place is near the trees, and when at 
night a peculiar noise is heard in the 
woods, resembling that of a cicada, the 
Bison is believed to be singing, and 
camphor w ill surely be found in the 
neighborhood. But the spirit of the cain 
phor tree seems to be jealous of the pre 
cions gum and must be propitiated, aud 
if she knows that hunters are in quest 
of it she w ill endeavor to torn their 
steps aside. 
So it is necessary to speak 
in a tongue which she does not under­ 
stand. 
For this purpose the "camphor 
language” has been invented. 
It con 
■lata of a mixture of Jakun and Malay 
words, but those are curiously altered 
and reversed, aud the natives positively 
believe that the divinity of the camphor 
tree is completely confused. The Jakun* 
who hunt the camphor are one of the 
wildest of people, but inoffensive. They 
live together with monkeys, dogs, cats, 
innumerable fowls and perhaps a tame 
hornbill in perfect harmony under mov­ 
able leaf shelters built on poles in the 
woods.— Boston Traveller.

Tile Invincible A ma sd s. 
The invincible armada was a fatuous 
naval expedition sent by Philip ll t,I 
Spain against England in 1688. It con 
Slated of 180 vessels, 2,480 great guns, 
4,575 quintals of powder, nearly 90,000 
soldiers, above 8.000 sailors and more 
thou 2,000 volunteers. It arrived in the 
English channel on July 19 and was de 
teated the next day by Admiral How 
am, who was seconded by Drake, Haw- 
kins and Frobisher. 
Eight fire ships 
having been sent into the Spanish fleet, 
they bore off in great disorder. Profiting 
by the panic, the English fell upon them 
Aud captured or destroyed a number of

N rw Y ork, Sept 4.—The following 
statement has jost Isteu received by a 
gentleman in this city from reel* nisi hie 
persons in Turkey, fully cognizant of 
the facts: 
“ Home time ago a movement was 
made on th** part of th** Turks to seud 
aid Pi the victim* of their barbarity at 
Sassoon 
A gift of €3,000 was re­ 
ported and a committee was organised 
to see pi its distribution. 
Hmall sums 
were offered to tho people on condition 
that they would sign receipts in the 
nnture of thauks for the generosity 
thus manifested, at the Kame time oer 
tifying that it wa* not the soldiers of 
the sultan who itijnred them, but only 
a little row that had occurred between 
them and the Kurds. 
Naturally they 
declined the preferred aid on such con 
dition*. 
Here was the government 
that with fire and sword,and with alimad 
uuprw-odfiitcd 
and fiendish atrocity 
had utterly waspnl their homes, coming 
aud offering a paltry dollar a head to 
the survivors who are on the ground, as 
proof of their gracious sovereign char­ 
itable regard for them, while they 
could go among their moslem neigh­ 
bor* and identify property worth many 
times this muiu aa that which had been 
wroMtcd from them, while it would be 
easy for the government itself pi collect 
ana return from among the more dis­ 
tant Kurdi*h nomad* nearly the whole 
amount they had lost.
